It show s God as a rather 
stout an d vigorous personage of T eu­ 
tonic lineam ents, with a pair of up

holding in his right hand the “good 
German sword" and in his left a shield 
engraved with the German eagle.

head. 
Below is the inscription, in bold 
letters, “Ich Strafe England." 
It is all so clear and definite that 
we shall hesitate hereafter to accept 
“Gott” as an accurate translation of 
our word “God."

MORE FOOD NEEDED 


British people. 
“From childhood the Yank is taught 
to take care of his teeth. H e has tooth 
drill thrice daily and visits his dentist 
at fixed intervals, say every three or 
four months. 
If by any chance a tooth 
does decay the rot is at once arrested 
by a filling. 
The result of all this is 
that our U. S. cousins, besides adding 
to their appearance, gain in health by 
having good, clean teeth, and when 
war came, very few men wrere turned 
down by the military authorities for 
having decayed teeth.

bills will be saved by the regular use 
of the tooth brush.”

teeth than our British brethren, but 
our teeth are better sim ply because 
we have taken intelligent and labor­ 
ious care of them.

ic a1 exam iner will tell you that there 
is a shocking amount 
of defective 
tooth trouble am ong selectiv e service 
men. 
Our dental standards tire high, 
but we are not yet living up to them.

Now that the war seem s 
nearly won, it would be a tragic m is­ 
ta k e to relax our efforts. 
If the war 
should end sooner than w e have ex­ 
pected, there will he all the more need 
of w'ise conservation to insure the 


b le s s in g s of peace. 
For the remainder of the war, the 
food 
administration 
announces, 
we 
shall h a v e to send abroad fifty per 
cen t m ore food than we have been 
send in g, to take care of the needs of 


o a r a r m ie s and those of our allies. 
That, w ill tax all our resources even 
after a season of big crops and in­ 
crea sed meat production. 
F or many m onths after the war ends 
and possibly for a yAr or tw o, the 
R em an d will grow rather than dim in­ 


ish . 
I t will take a long tim e to g et 
the h u g e arm ies back to their hom es 
Head civilian occupations.

lands w ill have t o be garrisoned until 
conditions are fulfilled. 
The 


Recent m onths have been historic 
and fateful. 
T he im m ediate future 
holds greater possibilities. 
It is b e­ 
lieved in Washington that the next 
iwo w eek s will determ ine how and 
when the war is going to end. 
The fighting on the w est front m ay 
conceivably come to an end within that 
period, through a general armistice. 
It is possible Just as Austria accepted 
the inevitable, so may Germany. 
Germany, goaded by the severity of 
the conditions that will certainly be 
imposed, m ay decide to stake e v e r y ­ 
thing on a final struggle and fight on 
during the winter. 
Since it is u n ­ 
im aginable that Germany, by the u t­ 
most effort, should he able to prolong 
the co n test more than a few months, 
it 
seem s 
to 
be m erely a question 
whether the war will end this m onth 
or next spring. 
W e shall know’ very 
soon. 
Austria's withdraw al has m ade 
it all the more certain that Germany 
must yield. 


W e would have more faith in the 
German reiehstag as the legislative 
voice of the “new German dem ocracy” 
if it were not precisely the sam e 
reiehstag which, as the pliant servant 
of Prussian militarism, approved th e 
infamous treaties of Brest-Litovsk and 
Bucharest. 
We cannot be sure that the reiehs­ 
tag has had a change of heart until 
it has had a change of membership, 
chosen through the fair, free, universal 
manhood suffrage that is promised but 
not yet accomplished.
